One of the Courier a good 
friemla . alia our attention to a 
I'ouipariNou of cotton and truck 
pricca fur I'M... adding lliat the 
limitation in favor of trucking 
waa putting the fanner on a cokl 
trail.

Wc unut admit that cotton ia the 
hully crop and truck did not do 
much iu Uie initial experiment, 
he- wine "thumha down." Peo- 
ple luuut alwaya oat— aa well aa 
wuar clothca. A comparison of 
hank Uookn .if the truck fanuera 
ami i.iiuiii irrowcr on Dec. 31, 
I'M I fairly juatifiinl the truck 
talk. In a few iuatancea tand 
umlwr very fuavorahlc circiiin 
ataiit'ca) truck did net local grow 
era thia year aa much aa $100 an 
acre.

The only sale rule ia to "make 
a living at home." 

Assure yourself of a living, 
then go out for a profit. 

You . an make a living at home 
if you will grow enough stuff oa 
the ianu for youraclf aud atock. 
And then after a while you can 
Mowly hrauc.h into the livestock 
husiuea*. 

Make your living on your farm. 
Don't lure a man in Iowa or Ikli 
aoia to make it for you on his 
Earn. You may not be able lo 
pay him when the season ia ov- 
er. 

If you make yotir living on your 
own ianu you don't have to pay 
auyh.idy. Your farm become* 
your debtor instead of your cred- 
itor, ami your farm properly 
managed ia the best paying deb- 
tor. 

If we stick to cotton as a gfl> 
gle crop during' the next l!."i year*, 
even the delta lalld Would lleeotne 

depleted in fertility ao that land 
which now produce* a bale to the 
acre would not produce half a 
hale. If we keep the soil we have 
got to change our inethtals. If 
you improve the noil of the high 
country, you have got to change 
tin v met'luala at once. A single 
crop that exhaust* the noil, aa 
d**g cotton or wheat, no matter 
what it feu-lies, will finally bank- 
nipt any country that pn-aiau 
in it.

CONTROL HESSIAN PLY. 

Sow winter wheat after the 
Hessian Fly has diasappcarcd and 
save next year's crop from the 
ravages of the pest, says the De- 
parlment of Agriculture ckperi 
This advice may still be ap- 
plied during the present mouth 
in the great wheat belt lying be- 
tween the thirty-fifth and forty- 
first parallels of latitude. If the 
fly has been starved out by bury- 
ing or disking all stuble and 
ruined wheat fields, and all vol- 
unteer wheat has been plowed 
under or otherwise destroy 
an infestation the following year 
may be prevented by sowing af- 
ter the approximate fly free 
date. 

The Hessian fly of the second 
or fall generation ui likely to in- 
fest all volunteer whe.it sown 
before the fly-free date. "Flax 
seed" of the second generation 
remain M the fall sown win v. 
plants till the following April, 
when adults issue and produce 
young which begin another »••» 
son of the second generation, 
emerge from the "flotlMi" 
stage from the middle of Augoal 
to late October, according to lat- 
itude. The female fly does not 
live beyond five or six days, and 
thus it is that late sowing, after 
the flies have largely disappear- 
ed, is the most practical and af- 
fective method employed to con- 
trol the peat.

breeds. The grading up will be moat 
rapid when the predominant blood In 
the gradea correaponda with the blooit 
of the aire 

A foundation Of this kind, of course, 
doea uot produce stock that can be 
registered, but by coutliiulng tbo use 
of giHjd. purebred bulla of the aatira 
hlood. nock la aoon obtained whl.b. 
so far aa mftk and butter production 
are concerned, very closely approacbea 
In value that of pure breeding 

To start with a pure-bred herd It 
practically beyond the means of the 
majority of fanners Furthermore, 
there la an objection to placing well- 
i ured for. (nire bred cov»e under aver 
uge conditions aa to fw<d, care and 
management, because under any auch 
change the alialnm. nt of satlatactory 
reaulta would be practically Impoa- 
alble. Where there la a gradual in 
fualon of pure blood, as la the case 
of grading up a herd with pure bred 
alrea. the new blood la gradually ac- 
custotu.-d to the change of environ- 
ment and the herdsman la given the 
necessary time to . hauge bla melboda 
to meet the reoulrcnienta of pure 
bred cattle 

Where the dairyman undermande 
the management of pure bred stock 
and has the meana with which to pur 
chaae the right kind, a pure-bred herd 
may be started to good advantage 

One of the chief daugera In start 
Ing wtth a pure brinl herd la the lack 
of funds to procure the right aort of 
anlmala Instead of purchasing a pure- 
bred bull and a number of purebred 
cowa of common merit. It ta better 
policy to buy relatively cheup grade 
cowa. and to add the money thua 
aaved to that originally aet aalde for 
the bull. Tina extra money la likely 
to be the means uf aecurlug a bull of 
outstanding merit. 

Whether the cowa be gradea or 
purobnd». It Is of the hlgheat im- 
portance In building up a dairy herd 
to secure a pure bred bull of real 
merit Unless the bull la deaceuded 
from good oillkera. It la folly to as- 
pect him to produce good milkers, no 
matter how fine or Ideal be may be 
aa an Individual. 

It Is. furthermore, of Importance to 
remember that a herd rnnnot be sue 
cessiuli) built up unleaa the bulla that 
are aucceaslvely used belong to the 
same breed. If the grading up la be- 
gun with a Jersey bull the proceaa 
tuual be continued uninterruptedly by 
the use of Jersey blood. 

The imiHirtanco of the dairy aire la 
recognized In the expression: , The 
bull la half the herd." Usually, how- 
ever, the bull Is inure than half the 
herd, either for good or bad. In the 
case of common Of grade cowa. for eg- 
ample, the purebred bull may count 
for tbroo quarters or more of the 
herd by reason of hia greater pre- 
potency. To ao great an extent doea 
the bull determine the Improvement 
or deterioration of the herd aa to call 
for the inmost caution in his selection. 

In the case of a dairy bull, especial- 
Jy a young bull, his chief valuo li de- 
termined by the performance of hia 
ancestry. The pointa of greatest Im 
portauce to consider In hia pedigree 
are the following: Hi The merit 
of hia mother and hia aire's mother. 
<2i The merit of the daughlera of his 
sire and grandalre. ill The value 
of the daughlera of his dam mid his 
grand dani (4) The value of hia sis- 
ters. If be has any. and iGi the value 
of hia own progeny, if be baa any. 
The further luck consecutively good 
merit can be traced the more valu- 
able the animal It should always be 
remembered, however, that near an- 
cestors count for a good deal mure 
than those more remotely related.
